Hastings, Mich.! 
April 19, 1921. 
Editor of Crawford Avalanche, 
Grayling, Michigan. 
Dear Sir:— 

Melvin A. Bates and Emil Giegling 
at Grayling were County Directors 
in Crawford County to compile a’ 
record of all the men connected with’ 
your county who served in the late 
war. They completed their work 
some time ago and forwarded the 
State file of your record to my office 
for inspection. It occurs to me-that 
the people’ of your county might, be 
very much interested in my findings 
concerning your record and I am sure 
that you can be very helpful to some 
of your ex-service men if you wish 
to print any or all of this communi- 
cation. The Michigan War Record is 
to be used as a reference work in 
paying the bonuses and for that rea- 
son is becoming not only a tribute to 
the men, but also a matter of immed-. 
jate service, 

Your record shows 180 men in 
service. We have nearly complete 
records of all but 66 of these men. 
Letters for 46 have been returned un- 
claimed and the other 20 have paid 
no attention to our communication. | 

Iam enclosing to you the list of} 
men credited to your county to whom: 
we are unable to deliver letters and' 
another Hst of the 20 who have not 
sent in their war record blanks. If 
you would be kind enough to publish! 
these two lists it might be possible! 
that some people in your County 
would send us proper addresses or 
would communicate with the men 
and would advise them to send for 
their blanks.

To Start About July 10. 

The Michigan Pikes association 
which this year is under the presi- 
dency of Fred S, Case, of Sault Ste. 
Marie, already 1s making active prep- 
@rations for its sixth annual “Pikes” 
tour scheduled to start frum Detroit 


the second week in July, 

The 1921 expedition, according to 
Mr. Case, will be the banner event 
of its kind in the history of the as- 
sociation. In equipment, personnel 
and route to be covered, it will ex- 
ceed even last year’s trip which was 
the first international journey of its 
kind ever conducted. In 1920, the 
Fikers utilized a fleet of 42 motor 
ears and 17 trucks to transport 250 
persons, including the Ford Motor 
company’s band, from Detroit to Tor- 
onto, north to Sudbury and through 
the wilds of Northern Ontario, cross- 
ing back into Michigan again at the 
Soo and returning to Detroit over the 
East Michigan Pike. 

For the 1921 jaunt, Tour manager 
W. D. Edenburn has laid out another 
trip that is to forge another inter 
national touring link for the motor- 
ists of both Canada and the United 
States. It is styled the “Around 
Lake Superior Tour” and will cover 
1,700 miles in fifteen and a half days. 

Plans now call for the use of 80 
motor cars and trucks to accommo- 
date at least 880 persons on th 
two weeks’ haul. As the big convoy 
passes through the country, it will 
provide an object Jesson in motor 
transportation to every community 
on the road. The truck section of 
the convoy which serves as the auxii- 
jary of the motor car section wil: 
mount on separate vehicles, electric 
lighting equipment, fire prevention 
apparatus, and ambulance service. 
Trucks also will be used to convey 
the tourists’ baggage, blankets and

MANY CHILOREN 
ATTEND CLINI 


THE STANDARD OF HEALTH IN 
GRAYLING GOOD. 


The State Department of Health 
nt Lansing with the co-operation of 
local workers has been conducting a 
free clinic and examinations for tu- 
berculosis and diseases of children 
at the Board uf Trade rooms in Gray- 
ling this week. 

Dr. Frank L. Rose of Jackson is in 
charge of the children’s eclinie with 
Miss Cora L. Hearne, Red Cross 
Nurse of Wesley hospital, Chicago, 
as assistant. All children who for 
any reason appear under nourished 
or under weight or not up to average 
standards of health are weighed, 
measured and examined thoroughly 
by Dr. Rose and results of findings 
recorded. While the clinic is still be- 
ing held at time of going to’ press, 
there has been about 75 children ex- 
amined and over 100 defects found, 
some of which might easily have re- 
sulted seriously if neglected too long. 

In the Tuberculosis division Dr. M. 
D. Campbel) of the Ford Motor Co., 
medical department and Detroit 
Board of Health is examining and 
Miss Ethel Davidson, Red Cross 
nurse of the Herman Kiefer Tuber- 
sulosis hospital, Detroit is nurse in 
charge, 

All cases of chest trouble or of 
exposure to tuberculosis are examin- 
ed and advised as to general condi- 
tion. No treatment is given as ali 
sases are referred back to the family 
physician for further observation. 

Nearly 25 cases have already been 
exantined with five patients showing 
evidence of tuberculosis. Many oth- 
er cases had various defects which 
will require treatment. 

All ex-service men, who feel they 
need examination or advice are look- 
2d over for any cause whatever, and 
every assistance possible is given. 

Dr. Campbell is also in charge of 
the Venereal clinic held in the even- 
‘ng from 7 to.8 o’clock and any cases 
of suspected syphilis or gonorrhoea 
are examined and advised, and if 
necessary a free blood test is given. 

The work of the Clinic is new. 
Michigan being the first state in the 
Union to start such a campaign un- 
fer State auspices. he Clinie en- 
Jleavors to cover a county a week, 
special care being taken to serve 
those who may not be able to reach 
vompetent medical care easily. 

If the people at large feel that the 
clinics are of benefit to them and 
make their wishes known to the 
State Board of Health at Lansing, 
it is quite possible that other de- 
partments may be added to the clinic 
work. 

In Grayling the standard of health 
hus been found to be very good. 
However in many cases there is need 


of more physica] development and it 
would seem that the town could aid 
chis work by establishing out-door 
sports for summer and more gym- 
nastic work for all classes during 
the winter. , 

Drs, Rose and Campbell, with the 
two nurses will go to Frederic Fri- 
day morning, where a one day clinic 
wil] be held, the work covering the 
same subjects as in Grayling.

LING FOR BURIAL. 

The remains of Mrs. Anna Johnson, 
who passed away early: Thursday 
morning at her home in Flint after a 
three months illmess, arrived in Gray- 
ing Saturday afternoon, and were 
aken to the home of the deceased’s 

sister, Mrs. Lars Rasmusson. 

Services were held at the Rasmus- 
con home at 2:00 Sunday afternoon, 
Rev. C. E. Doty officiating. A choir 
from the Michelson Memorial church 
rendered several beautiful hymns 
during the service. Mrs. Johnson 
was a sister of Mr. R. Hanson and 
Mrs. Lars Rasmusson of this city and 
had a wide circle of friends in Gray- 
ling. The funeral services were 
‘argely attended. Interment was in 
the family lot at Elmwood cemetery. 

The death of Mrs. Johnson marks 
the passing of one of Grayling’s ear- 
Nest pioneers. She was formerly 
Miss Anna Hanson and was born in 
Denmark, November 12, 1848. Her 
girlhood was spent in her native land 
and when 17 years old she, with her 
parents, came te--Amercica_- About 
thirty years ago they settled in 
Grayling soon after her marriage to 
August Johnson, In 1904 the death 
of Mr. Johnson occurred, and in 1906 
the family moved to Flint, where 
they have since resided.

AD. BAILEY AGRI 
GULTURAL AGENT 


ENGAGED BY BOARD OF SU- 
PERVISORS SATURDAY. 


Much for County. 
Have Backing of 
Masses. 


Will Do Should 


Last Saturday when R. D. Bailey 
announced to the county clerk that 
he had decided to accept the offer 
of the position as agricultural agent 
for Crawford county, there was a lot 
of rejoicing. Mr. Bailey had hesitat- 
ed to accept the position for it carries 
with it a lot of responsibilities that 
are trying and many times discourag- 
ing. Besides in many places County 
agents fail to receive the backing and 
encouragement that they should have 
and many good agents claim it is not 
worth the worry. 

During the war W. F. Johnston was 
county agent for Roscommon and 
Crawford counties and was very suc- 
cessful in his work. At the close of 
the war the Federal financial aid was 
withdrawn and the Crawford county 
supervisors did not feel that at that 
time they could afford the services 
of such an agent and therefore this 
branch of welfare work was dropped. 
The necessity of renewing this work 
was clearly manifest and then the 
next thing was to get the right man 
for the position. Mr. Johnson is en- 
gaged in this work in Wexford coun- 
ty and is doing much to aid the agri- 
cultural interests of that county, and 
there was no chance of getting him 
to return. Mr. R. D. Bailey was pro- 
posed and the Board was unanimously 
for him. He hesitated for some time 
before accepting, for thé general rea- 
sons that we have mentioned in the 
foregring. At the last meeting of 
the Board of Trade that organization 
went on record favoring the engage- 
ment of a county agricultural agent 
and promising its backing and co- 
operation whenever called upon. 
Others also encouraged Mr. Bailey to 
accept the position with the result 
that he has accepted and will begin 
active service May Ist. He says it 
is late in the season to begin for by 
this time a county agent should have 
his work all planned and organized 
in orcer to get the best results dur- 
ing the season. However according 
to an old proverb, “Better late than 
never.” 

Mr. Bailey is a practical farmer 
and has been actively engaged in 
farm work in Otsego county for a 
number of years. He is a graduate 
of an agricultural college and has 
given much scientific study to farm- 
ing. For a number of years he has 


aided the M. A. C. by giving lectures | 


in Farmers institute meetings. We 


heartily wish Mr. Bailey success in! 
agricultural | 


Crawford county. Our 
resources here must improve and it 
is now the business of Mr. Bailey to 


spend his time in study and experi-! 


ments and teach us what best be 
done. It more intense dairying is go- 
ing to help, according to his judg- 
ment, let’s go into it.

Chicago.—Federal officials have re- 
ceived confidential information that 
William D. Haywood, secretary of the 
1. W. W. and scheduled to begin a 
wentence at the Leavenworth, Kans., 
penitentiary, had fied from the Unit- 
ted States and now ig in either Mos- 
cow or Riga. 

Otto Christensen, attorney for Hay- 
wood, said he had been informed that 
Haywood sailed from New York on 
the Oscar II. about April 1, and landed 
at Riga about April 16. He said he 
thought Haywood had gone to Russia 
ona personal mission and that he 
was not fleeing from the penitentiary 
sentence. 

“This information came to me and 
I immediately communicated it to Mr. 
Clyne,” said Mr. Christensen. 

“It was the first intimation I hed 
that Haywood was not in the country, 
and I do not believe that even his 
closest friends knew he planned to go 
to Russia. I am sure he went on a 
personal misgion—provided he did go 
~and that this reported trip has noth- 
ing to do with the 1. W. W. in this 
country. 

“Haywood has not been fleeing from 
his penitentiary sentence, for he bas 
too much sense to do that. His posi- 
tion in the labor world over here is 
suck that for him to flee would simply 
result in hari kari and do him and his 
cause more harm than good. He 
knows that. 

“Tam making every effort to reach 
him and as soon as 1 can get word to 
him that he is wanted here, I am sure 
he will return. I don't know what 
attitude the government will take 
about his bond, but ] am sure ‘Big 


Bil!’ will come back and serve his 
sentence.” 

Charles F. Clyne. United States dis- 
trict altorney. announced that a 


search had been started for Haywood. 

“He is not at Leavenworth. Chicago 
or New York, and we have been pri- 
vately informed that he has landed 
either at Moscow or Riga," said Mr. 
Clyne. “That is all we know about 
it, but we expect to have definite in- 
formation very quickly.”

IMANY MEASURES 
GET QUICK ACTION 


LAW-MAKERS IN NIGHT SESSIONS 
IN EFFORTS TO CLEAN UP 
LEGISLATIVE CALENDAR. 


VOTE TO REPEAL SCHOOL LAW 


House Also Passes Bill Defining As 
Libel Any Attack Against 
Any Religious Sect. 


{From Staff Correspondent.) 

Lansing.—The closing rush of the 
legislative session found each house 
bending every effort to get ita own 
bills over to the other in time to per- 
mit action before adjournment. 

Morning, afternoon and night ses- 
sions of both houses were the rule in 
the effort to clean up the calendars. 
The mammoth size of the bouse Nat 
of pending bills was such for a few 
days that members who had been op- 
posing efforts to save time by attach- 
ing rol calls to bills against which 
there was no particular opposition, 
surrendered to the desire for speed at 
last. As a result the house clean-up 
proceeded rapidly. On one day a rec- 
ord was set for the house when ten 
bills were adopted on final passage in 
& space of fifteen minutes. 


Ask Repeal James Law. 


Among the big measures coming up 
in the house on the final hours sched- 
ule for definite action were two pro- 
posed by Rep. George W. Welsh, of 
Grand Rapids. The firet aims to re- 
peal the James law, pussed in 1919, 
by which boys and girls under the age 
of 18 who have gone to work before 
completing the regular schoo] course 
must attend continuation schools for 
at least eight hours each week. The 
operation of this law {s both costly 
and troublesome, declared Welsh. The 
law was strongly defended by others, 
but the house passed the repeal bill 
by a vote of 64 to 33 and sept it over 
to the senate. 

A call of the house while this re- 
peal measure was pending disclosed 
that for the first time In the session 
every one of the one hundred mem- 
bers of the house were present. Three 
were granted leave of absence during 
the debate, however, because of other 
important buainess and so did not 
yote on the bill. 

Welsh’s second bill was entitled one 
“to define and prohibit general libel” 
and is aimed at the anti-Semitic cam- 
paign of the Ford wéekly. Rep. Frick, 
of Detroit, questioned the constitu- 
tionality of the bill and said that pres- 
ent libel laws appeared sufficient to 
him, causing a spirited debate for an 
hour. The house then voted 75 to 16 
in favor of the bill. 


Appropriation Bills Numerous. 


At this stage of the session appro- 
priation bills had the right of way in 
each house and took up much of the 
time. It was thought two years ago 
that the passage of the budget Dill 
would relieve this situation in the 
present and all future sessions, but 
the failure of the budget system to 
get into operation has resulted in the 
usual crop of nearly a hundred dif- 
ferent appropriation measures, with 
no certainty of what the actual total 
appropriations will be until they all 
have been acted upon, Renewed in- 
terest in the obtaining of a budget 
system has resulted. 

The senate has adopted the joint 
resolution for an amendment to the 
constitution permitting the enactment 
of legislation to create port districts 
at Detroit and other lake points, in 
anticipation of the lakes-to-ocean 
waterway program going through and 
making Detroit a seaport. The house 
still has to act upon this resolution 
before it is certain that it will be 
submitted to the people next year. 


Legislators Want Pay Increase. 

The proposed amendment to the 
constitution to pay members of the 
legislature $1,200 for the session in- 
stead of the present $800 was adopted 
by a vote of 70 to 24 after having been 
defeated and tabled twice. It requir- 
ed a two-thirds vote to pass. If the 
senate acts favorably on the resolu- 
tion it will be submitted o the people 
at the election {n November of next 
year along with the amendment to 
Hmit legislative sessions to one hun- 
dred days. 

Efforts to get the Strauch bill off 
the table in the house have failed. It 
proposes @ tax of five per cent on the 
gross earnings of motor trucks oper- 
ating for profit. Also on the house 
table is the proposed resolution to 
permit the state administrative baard 
to dispose of in legal ways the stock 
of Niquor {in possession of the food 
and drug department. Speaker War- 
ner ruled that this matter could not 
be disposed of by means of a resolu- 
tton, as it involved a change in the 
liquor laws. 

Another liquor measure, the Hicks 
bill designed to patch up the present 
law to take care of the situation 
caused by the supreme court bolding 
the search and seizure section uncon- 
stitutional, has passed the senate af- 
ter much debate on whether or not it 
fills the constitutional requirements 


laid down by the supreme court in its 
decision. 


Change Primary Election Date. 
The house has adopted the Dunn

Friends of the bill for a moving 
picture censorship have begun to des- 
pair that it will ever get out of the 
senate state affairs committee, where 
it has been held since it passed the 
house. Another bill of uncertain fate 
in a senate committee is the Olmated. 
Watson bill to permit state banks to 
engage in the trust business. Some 
trust companies actively opposed this 
bill at a bearing before the senate 
committee, but others favored it. 

Refeated once, the bill to permtt the 
state administrative board to sell the 
old state block in Lansing finally was 
adopted by the house after being 
taken from the table. 


Restrict Paroling System. 


The house has passed the Glaspie 
bill to restrict the paroling of Hfe 
term prisoners, without waiting for 
the report of its committee inquiring 
into paroles given in the past. The 
committee has asked former Govern- 
ors Albert &. Sleeper and Woodbridge 
N. Ferris to appear before it and tell 
about paroling prisoners. 

Gov. Groesbeck has sent to the sen- 
ate, for confirmation the appointment 
of Nathan F. Simpson, of Hartford, 
former warden of Jackson prison, as 
a member of the state tax commission 
to succeed Orlando F. Barnes, of Ros- 
common. 

The Byrum bf] creating a state 
welfare department has been pass- 
ed by the -house and transmitted 
to the senate, The bill abolishes the 
state board of corrections and chart 
ties and all boards of control for state 
institutions, The new department is 


jto be headed by a director at a salary 


of $5,000 a year, with commissions ap- 
pointed for each variety of state in 
stitutions coming within it. . 


A hospital commission of seven 


members would look after the Pontiac, - 


Kalamazoo, Traverse City, Newberry 
and Ionia hospitals, together with the 
state home and training school and 
the farm home for epileptics. A pris- 
on commission of five would look after 
the state prisons; a corrections com- 
mission of five would oversee the in- 
dustrial and training schools; and an- 
other commission of five would have 
charge of the schools for the blind 
and the deaf. 


New Tax Bill to Governor. 


By a vote of 82 to 12 the house 
adopted the corporation tax bill, 
which previously had passed the sen- 
ate and sent the act to the governor. 
Nearly all of the members who voted 
against the bill made speeches explain- 
ing their votes. They regarded the 
bill as discriminatory in regard to the 
small corporations. Supporters of the 
bill declared it to be a fee measure 
instead of a tax bill and declared the 
corporations were willing to come un- 
der it as it stood, while they might 
knock it out in the courts if the fees 
were made so high as to appear like 
additional taxation. 

The legislators and state officials 
estimate that the corporation bill will 


‘bring in enough funds this year to 


take care of the existing deficit of 
nearly six million. dollars. 

Coincident with the passage of the 
bill they became generous towards the 
University of Michigan, which has 
been appealing ever since the session 
began for a building fund of $8,690,000 
with which to provide modern build- 
ings. The senate finance committee 
reported in favor of allowing the unt- 
versity $5,300,000 during the next two 
years, provided the state administra- 
tive board finds that the corporation 
tax is producing the estimated amount 
of revenue, 

The house ways and means com- 
mittee, at the, same time, reported in 
favor of allowing the university a mill 
tax of three-fifths of a mill, instead of 
the present rate of three-etghths of a 
mill... It is figured that this tax will 
give the university a revenue of $3, 
000,000 a year. At present it is get- 
ting slightly less than $1,700,000 from 
its 1919-mill tax. 5 

Osborn Bill Revamped. 


Public utilities bills bid fair to keep 
before the lawmakers until the last 
day,of the session. The Osborn bill, 
in the senate, was revamped ‘in an 
effort to make {t agreeable to home 
rule advocates and at the same time 
strengthen the state utilities commis- 
sion, and a vote on it was delayed 
while it was being reprinted. The 
Dafoe bill, in the house, was held in 
committee because the Osborn bill 
had been given the right of way. 

The newest of the pending utilities 
bills is one that would empower the 
state commission to order the connec- 
tion of two electric lines for through 
service, the object being to allow in- 
terurban cars in Detroit to go through 
in the event that the city takes over 
some of the lines now held by the 
operating company. 

The McArthur bill to increase 
mothers’ pensiong to a maximum of 
310 a week and @ minimum of $4 a 
week, once defeated in the house, was 
taken trom the table and passed by a 
vote of 87 to 8 when its friends made 
a pumber of effective talks in ite 
favor. It passed in the same form in 
which it came from the senate, ao now 
goes to the governor. 

The house also killed the Wood 
senate bill to provide for a course of 
fire prevention !n the public schoola, 
the charge being made against the 
mit boards of education to spend addi- 
tional money for fire apparatus to be 
used in drills.

RAINBOW AND STEELHEAD TO 
BE KNOWN AS MICHIGAN 
SALMON. 


The term “rainbow” and “stecl- 
head,” as applied to certain varieties 
of trout found in Michigan waters, 
may become obsolete if a bill now 
being drafted becomes law. 

There has been according to Sey- 
mour Bower, superintendent of the 
state fish and game department, con- 
siderable confusion in the drafting 
and application of fish laws over 
what constitutes a steelhead or a 
rainbow. Scientists have been una- 
ble, he asserts, to definitely determine 
whether the steelhead is simply the 
female of the rainbow specie or is a 
member of a distinct genus. For 
this reason there has been some doubt 
as to the application of laws designed 
to protect, iainbewe when the ques- 
tion has been raised as to what var- 
jeties of fish can be classed as rain- 
bows. 

The measure now balan prepared 
in the attorney general's office pro- 
poses that herenfter all “rainbows,” 
“steelheads” and “silver salmon” be 
classed under one general heading to 
be known as “Michigan salmon.” 

According to Mr. Bower, neither 
rainbows nor steelhends are natives 
of Michigan. They were originally 
transplanted from California and 
were known as California trout. The 
first extensive planting in Michigan 
streams was started in 1880 and 
rainbows and steelheads, if they are

LEGISLATIVE REGULATION O.K’D

Decision For Tenants Won By 5 to 4 
Vote; Dissenting Opinion Foresces’ 
“Disaster” to Constitution, 


Washington—The power of .con- 
gress and state legislatures to enact 
anti-profiteering laws to protect ten- 
ants from gouging landlords was up- 
held by the United States supreme 
court Monday in two decisions by a 
vote of 6 to 4. 

One of these decisions dealt with 
the District of Columbia rent law en- 
acted by congress, permitting tenants 
to remain in possession of rented prop- 
erty at pre-war rates and setting up a 
commission to pass on the question 
of fair rentals. The other decided a 
case attacking the validity of a sim- 
ilar law enacted by the New York 
state assembly. 


The principle involved tn both cases | 


was the game. The court declared 
both laws constitutional. The deci- 
sions have a nation-wide significance 
for the reason almost every city in 
the country has its problem of rent 
profiteering. 

Although the District of Columbia 
rent law, passed .o meet an emer- 
gency, expires next fall, Senator Ball, 
of Delaware, announced he 
move at once to extend its life until 
the present housing shortage passes. 
There is every indication that con- 
gress, itself containing many mem- 
bers who have been victimized by rent 
profiteers, will continue the measure 
in effect. 

At the same time scores of Wash- 
ington landlordg who have bovsted 
rents again and again during the past 
few years are liable to prosecution and 
heavy fines. They have been fighting 
the Ball act tooth und nail, winning 
their test cases in lower courts only 
to lose out before the highest tribunal. 

The majority opinion, delivered by 
Justice Holmes, justified the law on 
the ground of public interest. 

Chiet Justice White and Associate 
Justices McKenna, McReynolds and 
Van Deventer dissented from the 
majority opinion, declaring the attack 
on “constitutional Uberties” contained 
in the act “struck at the very root of 
our civilization.”

Fron: its flowers such as the ruse and 
Jessamine, and from its seeds, woods 
und barks, such as the spices and sun- 
dalwood, even the most fastidious 
connolsseut would be able to select 
either some simple odor or a complex 
bouquet. Nur are they for perfumes 
alone. but for scenting soaps, creams. 
pomades, upd in making Savorings

Roseinary. thyme. sweet basil, ang 
murjorum are found in great pro- 
fuston in Medlterranean countries, and 
here the chemist can distill the whole 
plant and net bother about picking 
the flowers, Shakespeare, the unfail- 
ing waturalist that he was, made no 
error When he chose for Ophelfa the 
flowers she scattered. 

The old-fashioned Javender flowers 
in which our grandufuthers used to 
pack the household linen, and thelr 
rich old lace grew best In France aud 
England. 

The rose geranium, which bas such 
ab exquisite odor is also grown and 
distitled ip France. but Spain. Alglers, 
and the Island of Reunion engage in 
the industry. Uniike the lavender, 
however, the perfume of the ruse ger- 
anium comes from its leaves aud not 
from the flowers. 

But the country that might weil be 
known by fits scent is Bulgaria, for ita 
ruse crop ix second only to its tobacco, 
Over 12.000 xeres vf land in the proy- 
Inces of Phillppopelis and Stara Za- 
gora ure given to the growth of roses 
from the petals of which attar of roses 
is distiied. In the wonderful gardens 
at Kazanlik, Karlove, Kllsoura and 
Stara Zagora, the best of the flowers 
are grown. 

About four thousand pounds of rases 
are produced on an acre of land, but 
it takes about two hundred pounds 
of petals to produce un ounce of oil, 
for an attar which before the war cost 
about $250 8 pound, 

Roses are grown in other parts of 
the Hatknaos, as well as ti Asiathe Tur- 
key, and to India, Persia. the Fayum 
province in Egypt, ane in France. The 
Industry lately has veen intraduced 
Inte Germany. 

The anhnal perfumes are extremely 
Nmited in number. Ambergris is se- 
creted by the sperm whale, clvit by the 
aniinal of the same name, and musk 
by the musk ox, the musk rat, and 
the musk deer, which is found in the 
high Himaleyas, Tibet, and eastern 
Slheria. About 15,000 ounces of musk, 
usually in the grain form, are annual- 
ly imported to the United States from 
China and India.

BETTER BULLS ADD PROFITS 


Aaapclations Make Possible Improved 
Sires at but Smali Additional 
Cost to Dairyman. 


(Prepared by the Untted States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture) 


Two years ago a bull association 
was organized in Webster County, 
Mo.; and uw year later another one in 
the adjvining counties of Wright and 
Douglas. ‘The experience of these two 
associgtions illustrates the vtendencles 
that such orgavizutions display. A 
tubular cumparisun is given below, 
from which it will be noted that both 
organizations brought about a great 
reduction in the uwumber of bulls need- 
ed. Before organizing, ‘Webster coun- 
ty had 1 bull for every 17 cows, and 
Wright and Douglas counties 1 bull 
for every 29 cows; but In euch focality 
after they got the association Into 
operation they found 1 bull for every 
SU cuws was enough. 

Another great chenge was in the 
value of the bulls. Befure the bull as- 
sociations were organized the bulls 
which the members owned were valued 
at $75 each. After organizing, the 
bulls purchased and owued by the two 
associations were worth on the aver- 
age about $275 each, which Is nearly 
four times a8 much as the privately 
owned bulls. 

Yet the cost was not much greater 
per farm. When an individual owns 
a bull, the value of the bull and the 
amount of the investment are the 
seme; but in a co-operative associa- 
tion each man pays only a part of the 
cost. The tabulation shows that the 
investment per farmer, that fs, the 
average amount that each man had to 
pay was about one and a quarter 
times as much after the organization 
as it was before. in Webster county, 
and a little over twice as much in the 
Wright-Douglas association; but in 
both cases the value of the individual

bull was three and two-thirds times 
as much. It appears, therefore, that 
by a comparatively small additional 
investment the members of these two 
associations were able to secure very 
much more valuable bulls. 

Both these Missourl associations 
seem to have considerable influence in 
encouraging their members to keep 
pure-bred cows, The Webster county 
association started with only 2 pure 
hred cows, but in 1920 there were no 
fewer than 95, The: Wright-Douglas 
associauion had no purebred cows at 
all when it begun, but a year later tt 
had 12, a change which. though small, 
shows progress and tinny lead to great 
results in the future.

Those farmers who have not sowed 
their oats before they read this will 
find it profitable if they treat their 
seed oats: to prevent smut. It is a 
short, simple thing to do, and costs 
about one cent a bushel. 

Get formaldehyde at the dug 
store. One pint will treat 50 bush- 
els of oats. Clean oats well with 
fanning mill. 

Put formaldehyde in small, hand- 
push potato sprayer. If you have 
less than 50 bushels to treat, use 
proportionate part of pint of formal- 
dehyde. Where less than pint is 
used, put enough water with it to 
fill sprayer. Sweep barn floor or 
bottom of wagon box; Spray that 
place with formaldehyde. Empty 
oats there in long ridges; begin at 
one end of ridge and spray while 
someone follows and turns sprayed 
oats with scoop. Spray several 
times the whole length of ridge; 
Turn bags inside out and spray them. 
Spray inside of grain drill and inside 
of all measures used to handle 
sprayed grain. Don't spoil the 
whole thing by some little act of 
carelessness. Cover grain carefully 
with sprayed bags. If bags are not 
enough, add blankets. Leave cover- 
ed 4 hours and no more. Open up 
pile to dry and air. Try to get your 
sons and neighbors interested’ in 
seed treatment.

MOTHERS AND TEACHERS SUP- 
- PORT ESSAY CONTEST. 


Members of Mothers iand Parent-| 


Teachers Association - will Urge 
Children’ and. ‘Pupils to Com- 
pete for Firestone 
Scholarship. 


Washington, D. ©. May: Dele- 
gates attending the annual session 
of the Mothers and Parent-Teachers’ 
association here recently voted unan- 
imously to lend every aid to the 
“Good Roads and Highway Trans- 
port” national essay contest being 
conducted by the Highway and High- 
way Transport Education committee, 
Willard Building. 

“I want my son-——-my daughter, to 
enter this contest, “said one mother, 
voicing the sentiment of 300 dele- 
gates who represent 275,000 mothers 
and teachers throughout the United 
States. 

Action of the mothers and teachers 
came as a result of a letter read be- 
fore the convention from Professor 
C. J. Tilden, director of the transport 
committee. Professor Tilden, who 


Mechanics at Yale University, is on 
leave to serve as director of the com- 
mittee, which is engaged in coordi- 
nating the activities of various or- 
ganizatons seeking to promote the 
economie and effective construction 
and use of hi:shways. 

“The committee” .wrote Profesor 
Tilden, “wishes to announce a nation- 
al essay contest open to all pupils 
of high school grade in the United 
States. The subject is ‘Good Roads 
and Highway Transport.’ Essays 
submitted are to be not more than 
500 words in length, and must be in 
the hands of local judges not later 
than June 15, 1921. 

“The national prize is a four year 
university scholarship in any college 
or university chosen by the winning 
contestant. This scholarship is of- 
fered by H. S. Firestone, Akron, Ohio 
a member of this committee, who 
agrees to assume every reasonable ex- 
pense incident to the pupil’s attend- 
ance at college. The scholarship 
will aggregate not less than $4,000. 
In addition, it -is expected that many 
local and state prizes will be an- 
nounced shortly.” 

“You will be interested to know” 
continued Mr. Tilden, “that the win- 
ner of last years contest recently was 
called to Washington to receive at 
the hands of President Harding cn 
the Wtit+ House grounds -e schol- 
arsu) certificate. During her visit 
ty Wash ngton she was the ;rust cf 
high school girls of the city. This 
youny lady is Miss Katharine Buiter- 
field. whe was a 16 year old nivh 
school pupil at Weiser, Idaho, at the 
time she won the scholarship. 

“She thought that your son or 
daughter, or a pupil of your school, 
may receive next year such honors 
as were this year accorded Katharine 
Butterfield, will, we are sure, be in- 
centive enough to gain from each of 
you your wholehearted support.” 

A great many other problems, in- 
eluding Americanizatian, education, 
and the proper length of short shirts, 
had been discussed by the convention, 
but nothing received more enthusias- 
tic endorsement than the essay con- 
test for the Firestone prize. 

It was decided to include Professor 
Tilden’s letter in the minutes of the 
convention, and to have copies of it 
transmitted to each state organiza- 
tion, with the request that the infor- 
mation be handed down to each local 
and city chapter of the association. 

Commissioner of Education P. P. 
Claxton, who addressed an evening 
session of the convention, is chairman 
of the Highway and Highway Trans- 
port Education committee. Other 
members represent every phase of of- 
ficial and unofficial interests concern- 
ed with the development of highways.
